AGAIN INTO WATER 


Aviator in Attempt to Fly from Calais 


to London in Aeroplane Falls 


Into the Channel 


Pover. July 27.—Hubert Latham, the 


French aviator, made another daring 
attempt to cross the English channel 
at 6 o'clock this evening. He succeed1 


ed in covering nearly nineteen miles of 
the twenty-one miles of the channel, 
when he fell Into the water two miles 
off Dover. Five French torpedo boats 
accompanied him from the French side 
of the channel, but were left behind by 
the fast-flying monoplane. 
Latham 


had given out earlier in the day that he 
proposed to fly from Calais across the 
channel, thence continuing the Journey 
overland to London, sixty-five miles 
inland, thus eclipsing the recent ex- 
ploit of Louis Bleriot.

leather goods will be presented. It is 
further expected that by the time this 
resolution Is Introduced the full con- 
ference ^report will.be prepared and

houses. .The conferees have been as- 
sured that the resolution will be adopt- 
ed by the house. .In' addition,'Senator 
Aldrich today received assurances that 
there would be no serious opposition 
to the agreement from the hide men in 
the senate.

Picketing and the Like are 


Legal if Orderly—Re- 


fuses Injunction. 


Goshen, Ind.. July 27.—Judge Francis 


E. Baker, of the United States circuit 
court, yesterday afternoon denied the 
petition of tie American Sheet and Tin 
Plate company at Elwood, Ind.. for an 
Injunction against the strikers at their 
plant. 


In an exhaustive opinion, rendered 


after he had listened to a large number 
of affidavits from both sides. Judge 
Baker held that the affidavits -as pre- 
sented did not make any specillc al- 
legations against any of the defend- 
ants named in the complaint and that 
nothing was presented to show that 
the defendants had In any manner at- 
tempted to interfere with the freedom 
of the petitioner to tho labor market. 


Judge Baker held that labor has the 


right to organize and to leave its em- 
ployer in a body just as Its employer 
has the right to cause a lockout. 


He further- held that the law gave 


both employer and 
employe equal 


rights as to free and uninterrupted ac- 
cess to the labnr market and that they 
could lawfully engage in persuasion In 
their competition for the support of 
the unemployed, but could not resort 
to force, threats or coercion. 


Holds Pickets Lawful. 


He held 
that 
the 
strikers could 


maintain a system of picketing, pro- 
viding they did not interfere with the 
employer's free access to the labor 
market. 


In 
prefacing- his decision. Judge 


Baker announced he believed he had 
studied every Important labor case In 
this country and England and said he 
would be governed largely liy the law 
is laid down in the case of the Iron 
Holders' union against the Allls Chal- 
mers company. Applying the law to 
the Elwood strike case he announced 
the evidence as submitted failed to 
:onvince him that the strikers were 
going beyond their rights and that un- 
til evidence proving specific charges of 
illegal acts was Introduced he would 
refuse the desired Injunction. 


E. R. Call, of Elwood, represented 


the petitioner, and H. F. Wllke, of El- 
wood, the defendants. Both sides sent 
representatives In large numbers. 


Affidavits for the petitioner were 


from Thomas O'Brien, manager of the 
works, and others setting forth In a 
general, but 
not specific 
way, that 


strike sympathizers, and, in some in- 
stances, strikers themselves, were in- 
terfering with the company. 


.The defense submitted evidence from 


the municipal authorities, the police of 
Elwood and the Elwood chur.ches to 
the effect that the 'strike was being 
conducted in an orderly manner. 


Evidence Must Be Specific. 


Judge Baker in closing his decision 


said he had always declined to Issue a 
strike Injunction 
without a hearing, 


and that when a hearing was held the 
evidence submitted must be sufficient 
and 
prove 
conclusively 
specific 


charges. 
Only-when it was establish- 


ed that strike sympathizers were act- 
ing under direct Influence of the strik- 
ers themselves, would the strikers be 
held responsible for the acts of the 
sympathizers. 


The court also took occasion..to say 


that the well established rights of the 
employers would - always be promptly 
protected. 


The hearing lasted from 1:30 to 5 


o'clock. Half an hour was given each 
side for argument. 


At the beginning the court indicated 


that only when evidence was submit- 
ted showing specific charges against 
the • strikers 
named as 
defendants 


would he issue the Injunction. - 


The defense made a strong showing 


of its case, while

petition was

Organized to Help Young 


Men Help Themselves to 
Better Living. 


Training the hand to obey the mind, 


fitting young men to help do the world's 
•work in industrial lines where skilled 
workmen are required, is doubtless 
receiving more attention 
than any 


other phase of the newer education in 
this country. 
Andrew Carnegie has 


with many millions endowed un insti- 
tute for training young men in the 
trades, and schools o£ this character, 
both large and small, are being found- 
ed in many states. The whole effort 
s-to the general end of providing more 
killed workmen ajnong the masses of 
roung men, to help them to higher 
earning power and a better level of 
iTing, and through this development 
heir employers will have a larger and 
better output with which to meet the 
:ver growing demand for their prod- 
ucts. To insure his future, to place 
ilmself beyond the. poverty which be- 
lets the day laborer is the incentive 
which induces the young man to enter 
one of these trade schools. 
To get 


letter workmen and more of them, 
without having to do the training in 
ils own shops, is the incentive which 
has prompted the employer to help 
establish th§se 'schools. 


It is doubtful if any of these schooli 


n the United States Is exciting the at- 
;entlon of organizations and men most 
nterested in this sort of training, or 
s receiving encouragement from young 
men in the way of enrolled students, 
*.hat is being bestowed upon one of 
.hese institutions in Indiana—Winona 
Technical Institute," at Indianapolis. 
:t was not the first technical school 
founded in this country, it is true, but 
t is one of the pioneers, and is re- 
garded as a "trail blazer" in this sort 
of education by embarking .in it on 
a most extensive scale, in the magni- 
tude of its equipment, in the number 
of students and graduates, In. helping 
young men to help themselves, and in 
tallowing out numerous lines of indus- 
trial training never before attempted. 
The Winona Institute has the only suc- 
cessful school for training iron mould- 
ers' in the world, the only school of 
lithography in North America, and it 
has one of two schools for tile-setters 
in the United States. It will before 
many months have the only school 
in the world for the training of hotel 
stewards and chefs. If its other de- 
partments are not the newest, they 
are among the largest and' most suc- 
cessful to be found in the United 
States. 


Winona Technical Institute is to 


large degree a public enterprise, al- 
though It does not depend upon the 
state government for an appropriation. 
Neither is it an institution which pays 
profits to stockbolders and individuals, 
nor fancy salaries to those in immedi- 
ate charge. The means with which it 
began its career in 1904 came in the

Profiting from experiences in the 


Civil War, the United States govern 
ment in 1865 began the construction 
of arsenal, or storage, properties in 
different sections of'the ccluntry. One 
of the most extensive was established 
at Indianapolis. Tbe site was then on 
the eastern edge of the city, but now 
the city has grown entirely around It 
A heavily wooded tract of seventy-six 
acres was chosen for the arsenal, and 
on it the government built five massive 
buildings, two large residences aud 
two or three smaller structures, all of 
stone and. brick, with slate roofs, and 
costing - about ?750,000. 
In 1903 the 


government began abandoning its ar- 
senals, throwing the real estate on the 
market. 
TEe idea of conv>. -ting the 


property at Indianapolis into a great 
trade school originated with the pub- 
lic spirited men who had promoted the 
religious assembly anfl schools at Wi- 
nona lake. The suggestion *ras prompt- 
ly .'taken up by the moving spirits ano 
newspapers of Indianapolis. Apprais- 
ers were named to place a valuation 
on the arsenal grounds and buildingr,, 
and the low figure of $154,000 was 
named. The people of Indiana raised 
the money among individuals who gave 
from a few pennies to many thousands 
of. dollars. . 


In the fall of 1904, the organizers 


of Winona Technical Institute began 
.the;training of young men in the indus- 
tries of peace in a place where the 
government had made and housed its 
accoutrements 
and 
implements of 


war. With comparatively little changes 
the buildings are splendidly adapted 
to trade school uses. Since the prop- 
erty came into the hands of the Tech- 
nical Institute 
more than 
$350,000 


worth 
of Improvements have been 


added, ail of this money coming from 
organizations and men of the United 
States who have unbounded faith in 
the idea that if young men in these 
strenuous commercial times are to be 
taught trades it must be done in trade 
schools, and not uudnr thn old appren- 
ticeship methods. Some of the equip- 
ment fund has gone into heating and 
water systems which are buried be- 


neath the surface of the institute's 
grounds, in an electric power and light- 
ing system, the old Rovcrnment power- 
house being outfitted with equipment 
which makes it cue of the most com- 
plete stations of its kind in Indiana- 
polis, supplying all of the buildings 
on the grounds. 


The largest building put up by the 


government was used for storage and 
the manufacture of soldiers' clothing 
and other equipment. It is one of the 
largest and best made buildings in 
Indiana. .It is now the Graphic Arts 
building, with three enormous rooms, 
one ou each floor, and each 56x160 
feet. 
The Hrst lioor is used by the 


School of Printing, the second by the 
School o£ Lithography, mid the third 
is used as a. chapel and library. The 
old barracks, where the arsenal's 
forces slept and ate, is now the Insti- 
tute's School of Pharmacy, the seventh 
large'st of Its kind In the United States 
in point of numbers. The govern 
ment's burn, a flue old building with 
a picturesque setting ot trees and spa- 
cious grounds, has been remodeled 
for the School of Tile-Setters, where 
young men are taught the laying ot 
tile floors, the building ot fireplaces 
and ornate mantles. The building 
where in arsenal days grim old cannon 
was kept is being turned into great 
Schools for Building Trades and Ma- 
chinists. Adjoining it Is a large build- 
ing of brick and steel which (he Na- 
tional Founders' Association built at 
a cost of $10,000, and which houses 
the School for Iron Moulders. 
The 


old commissary is now the paint shop. 
There Is an orchard on the grounds, a 
vineyard, many flower beds, lines of 
cement 'walks and drives which in 
long, 
graceful curves connect the 


buildings, all o£ them put in by the 
government, and the property has im 
mense possibilities for future develop- 
ment. 


A large portion of the equipment 


fund has gone into machinery, imple- 
ments and raw material for the use of 
the boys in. the workshops. The School 
of Printing contains $60,000 worth of 
equipment. 'It cost ?125,000 to fit up 
the School for Iron Moulders; ?2S,000 
has gone into the working plant of 
the School of Lithography, and othei 
departments are fitted up on a similar 
scale. It costs about $60,000 a year 
to operate the institute. All of this 
money has come from associations anc 
individuals who have become con 
vinced that the skilled workmen of 
tomorrow must come from such an 
institution, • that 
such a system ol 


trade schools cannot hope to become 
fielf-supporting, for they only serve 
their purpose by helping young men 
without means to acquire practica 
trades. 
. For all that it now has in the way 
permanent buildings and equipment, 
which outrank without exception an> 
trade school In the United States, th 
institute occupies but little of it 
grounds. All of the buildings are on 
the south half of the seventy-six'acres 
'with ample room for as many more 
The north half of the tract Is unde 
veloped, and on iis broad acres ar 
commanding sites for a scoje of grea 
buildings. Measured by its develop 
ment in its first five years, the Inst 
tute has only made a beginning. It 
present workshop capacity is 1,000 sti 
dents, and its future promises to de 
velop the foremost system of trad 
schools to be found in the union. ] 
lias had over 1,500 students, gradual 
ing over 600. Its latest student hn 
just entered the foundry dupartmen 
from Honolulu, Hawaii.
